CAREFUL PLANNING

CHICAGO.—How to make crop 
rotation pay farmers more divi¬ 
dends in increased yields per acre 
and lowered production costs was 
explained by the Middle West Soil 
Improvement Committee. 

"The key to successful rotation 
is careful planning,” a report says. 
"If crop rotation had more definite 
beginnings and endings, farmers 
generally would do more planning 
at the start of a three, four or six 
year cycle, and they would be more 
likely to take stock of the results. 

"In most rotation programs start¬ 
ing this spring corn will be the basic 
crop, largely because of the amaz¬ 
ing production records of ‘Hybrid’ 
seed. 

"In planning the rotation, the 
matter of fertilizer will be extreme¬ 
ly important. Because of its high 
yield per acre, corn makes heavy 
demands on the plant food resources 
of the soil, particularly nitrogen. 

"The only practical alternative 
to replenish the extra amounts of 
plant food removed from the soil is 
to use commercial fertilizer."
